now an avowed candidate for a third 
nomination but, also, evittcea a want 
of thoao high ideaia and of th;it re- 
tinenient of perception which Hbuuld 
characterise a man who aspires to tbe 
bigb ofBce of the Preaideney ol the 
United Statea; in other worda, it ia, to 
iiity the leaf"*, an ai't of unseemly in 
terlerente and an unwarranted effort 
to influence tbe opinions and official 
action of gratlemen who are preenmed 
to be boneat in their convictiona, 



coorageoaa in the aaeertion of them, 
and aa capable of forming their opio- 

ions.doinc their own thinking, as he is, 
and who alone, not Mr. Bryan, are re- 
sponsible to tbeirconstituents for their 
action. 

Mr. Bryan seems to forget, or what 

is more proliable, to he indifferent to 
the fact, that be is not even a citizen 
of Kentucky and, therefore, haa no 
▼oiee in tbe adminiatmtion of her do> 
niestic affairs; that be is, in fact, an 
intruder thrusting hinirfelf most un- 
warrantably into other people's affairs, 
when teated by tbe caetomary atand- 
ard of good taste and good breeding. 

There 'm not one of those six or 
seven gentlemen, whose votes he has 
been imported to iotiuencc, who is not 
f ally aa capable of doing hia own think- 
ing aa Mr. Bryan; indeed, it ia pretty 
generally recogniied that as a thinker 
Mr. Bryan is by no means a success; 
heucu, for him to voluntarily consti- 
tatablmaelt the mentor of those gentle- 
men eeema aomewhat praanmptioua, 
and they doubtless will, a.^ they woald 
he fully justified in doing, reaent such 
preaumption. 

If we may forecaat the outcome of 
hia preeent by the ontoome nt bis for 
mer vote-seeking visits to Kentucky 
it i.s not ditticult to foresee tbe results 
Kentucky had never gone Republi- 
can in a Preaidenkial election until 
Mr. Bryan atnaped tbe Stata in 1896. 
Hia neit campaign was during the 
(loehel-Taylor race, when tbe popular 
majority was something over twelve 
thousand against the candidate whom 
he anpported. Hia laat campaign was 
in 1907, which resulted in turning the 
8tate over to the Republicans by a 
majority of kometbing over eighteen 
thousand. On each of those occaaiona 
be waa imported into the Htate by and 
for the benefit of the !<amr individual:^ 
ill response to whose Macedonian cry 
be now comes. The bets today are 
Ave to one that there will be the aame 
old reaulta. T.
